There are approximately 
twelve 


thousand cooperative 
associations 


in the United States, many of them 
are not well organized ond some 01 
them compete with each other.

The federal farm board cannot 


very -well tell a farmer which co- 
operative he shall join nor can it 
stand sponsor for some of the co- 
operatives that are now in existence 
But on the nature of the -security 
given for .the loan and the strength 
of the cooperatives the board will in 
the last analysis determine whether 
money shall be loaned. 
This will 


make the federal farm board Indi- 
rectly Influential, not only In set- 
ting up more cooperative associa- 
tions, but in improving the charac- 
ter of some of the present coopera- 
tives, already in existence.

An at- 
tempt by Senator John C. Schuman 
to provide for a surtax on all in- 
comes, including those under $3,000 
was rejected today 16 to 1. 


The senate 
spent all Thursday 


morning working on various amend 
ments, and was not to vote on the 
question of approving the main Dill, 
with its approximately ten million 
dollar appropriation until the after- 
noon session. 


As the bill stood after the morn- 


ing session, tuition charges for out 
of state students are to be increased 
from $124 a year to $200 a year, .No 
chance is provide din fees for Wis- 
consin students, 
although the re- 


gents still have authority to raise 
the fees if they wish. 


No increase from the general fund 


is provided in the bill, over the ap- 
propriation of two years ago. How- 
ever, it is estimated the university 
will have 
approximately 
$400,000 


more than it had during the last 
biennium. This increase will come 
from the normal increase in mill ta ic- 
es, the increase in out of state tu- 
ition, and the normal increase in en- 
rollment.

"If the farmers can be induced to

' Xew York—^Leather producers of 
other nations, in anticipation of a 
possible advance in the tariff on their 
products, are sending an increased 
flow of leather into the United States 
to compete with American products. 
This is especially noticeable in har- 
ness leather, according to officials of 
the American leather producers asso- 
ciation. 


Over $112,000 worth 
of harness 


ieaihei a. HioiilLi lias Uc-ou 
coining 


into this country so far this year, 
compared with about $70,000 a month 
for the same period of 1928. 


This volume of imports may not 


seem extraordinary in view of 
the 


fact that the harness leather tanners 
of this country turn out some ?10,- 
000,000 worth of leather a year, 
much of the imported leather goes 
into the type of finished- product 
where the larger profits seem to be 
made. 


The harness manufacturers will, it 


is conservatively estimated, turn out 
something above 575,000,000 worth 
of equine leather equipment in 1929. 
But while the volume of business in 
the finished product is keeping up, 
the number of sides of leather tanned 
for harness purposes probably will 
be less than 1,000,000. This is a 
drop from 4,350.000 sides in 1904. 


HARNESS DEMAND HOLDS 
The-number of horses and mules 


on farms today is approximately 19,- 
476,000 of which 14,029,000 are horses. 
In addition there are about 1,500,000 
horses and mules in city haulage 
•work. Theso animals all have to 
have equipment and the draught har- 
ness demand is showing little dimuni- 
tion at present. Although the intro- 
duction of tractors 
dealt it some 


heavy blows in past years. 
The 


.passenger automobile, however, has 
practically eliminated the demand 
for driving horses. This has been 
somewhat offset, however, by the in- 
creased popularity of horseback rjd- 
ing.

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CITIZEN VS. PARENT 


Newspapers printed a story of a 


meeting of the Milwaukee Rotary club, 
before which Fortney Stark, a 22 year 
old graduate of Beloit college, declared 
that the trouble with the young gener- 
ation of today is not with youth but 
•with their parents. It was a story which 
could not be read without critical in- 
terest, either dissenting or approving. 
Prohibition., Stark said, "has made 
sneaks out of some of the biggest men 
in the United -States. 
You can't ask 


youth to follow your footsteps in a so- 
cial order garnished with 
privileges 


and riddled with hypocrisy. * * * You 
can't make youth have any ideals when 
you have none of j'our own. * * * I 
would be arrested for getting drunk on 
a public golf course, but I could go to 
a private country club and freely im- 
bibe liquor without any qualms of ar- 
rest or even criticism.'' All of which is 
of course true. 


The proposition that prohibition has 


made hypocrits out of countless per- 
sons will not be denied. Admitting that 
this delinquency of the elder gen- 
eration rests on weakness of char- 
acter, nevertheless it is not with- 
out defense. 
In the first place, 


there are millions of American citizens 
who believe that prohibition is socially, 
morally and politically wrong, that it is 
an unjust and vicious infringement of 
personal liberty. In the next place, the 
country has had as an example flagrant 
violations of prohibition, by the 
high 


personnel of the 
government 
itself. 


Congress has voted dry and drunk wet, 
One president at least is said to have 
had his private stock of liquor and to 
have imported it regularly. Judges im- 
pose fines on violators of the Volstead 
act or send them to jail and go to their 
private homes or clubs and make a 
mockery of the eighteenth amendment. 
The enforcement policy of the 
gov- 


ernment up to the time at least of Mr. 
Hoover's induction into office was dis- 
honest and fraudulent, and the whole 
enforcement machinery is involved in 
corruption and scandal. Washington, 
the seat of federal authority and of ex- 
clusive federal jurisdiction, reeked with 


• liquor and official hypocrisy. 


No one deplores more than this 


newspaper a willful violation of the 
supreme law of the land. Its position 
touching prohibition has not been de- 
termined by love of prohibition, but by 
respect for the constitution of the 
United States and the prestige and 
honor of the government. It has never 
been able to reconcile itself with de- 
fiance of the 
federal laws and fed- 


eral authority. 
It does not like to 


see contempt for the power and majes- 
ty of the national government. It be- 
lieves that the security and perpetui- 
ty of the republic must rest in the end 
upon reverence and obedience to the 
constitution and acceptance of the 
system of majority rule which it sets 
up. 


If the constitution is to be made a 


plaything of the politicians and robbed 
of its binding force either upon the 
states or the individual, the perma- 
nence and stability of American insti- 
tutions are not assured. The Post-Cres- 
cent has favored honest enforcement of 
the eighteenth amendment primarily if 
not entirely, for these icasons, but the 
enforcement has not been honest at 
any time. The government itself is re- 
sponsible for the major transgressions 
of the constitution and the wide disre- 
spect for la\v that has grown up. Venal 
and degrading 
politics in the back- 


ground has controlled the government 
and is responsible^ The government 
has set a deplorable example. It has 
made sneaks of individuals because it 
has been a sneak itself. It has made 
hypocrits of its citizenry because 
it 


has been a hypocrit itself. These facts 


'- may not wholly excuse the individual, 
- but they certainly are extenuating cir- 


- cumstances.

When we come to apply the effects 


* to the home and to social life these

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extenuating circumstances have less 
application. If the citizen can 
justify 


his defiance and evasion of prohibition, 
the parent is in a different light. 
He 


may take lightly his obligations to the 
state and the constitution, but he can- 
not do so with respect to his children. 
He* may excuse his conduct as a citizen 
on any or all of the grounds we have 
set forth, but he cannot conscientiously 
do so if it is harmful and dangerous to 
his offspring. 


How much of the dissipation and 


waywardness of boys and 
girls of 


today is chargeable to parental delin- 
quency is open to debate, but there is 
*no question that a great deal of it is. 
Some children instinctively guard their 
respect and honor, even in the face of 
the most 
unfavorable environment; 


some temperamentally or intelligently 
or spiritually resist temptation, 
but 


there are many, very many, who follow 
in the footsteps of their elders and 
whose habits and character are shaped 
by a combination of home and outside 
contact. 


All parents will have to answer the 


indictment presented by young Stark 
whether they will or no, and it is an 
indictment that has a wide application 
and a real validity. They may plead 
guilty or not guilty, as the case may 
be, and they may do it honestly or dis- 
honestly. But the facts will remain, 
and they go very far to support the as- 
sertions and implications of this young 
Beloit collegian, particularly as they 
relate to home and social life. 


THE CITRUS FLY PEST 


Seven experts appointed by the sec- 


retary of agriculture to investigate the 
citrus fruit fly situation in Florida have 
now reported. 
They say that 34 per 


cent of the land area of Florida is in- 
fested by the pest and 72 per cent of 
the citrus fruit bearing trees are in 
that area. 


The citrus fly injures other 
crops 


than fruit. It is a serious 
menace to 


vegetables. The annual income from all 
crops which may be affected by it is 
over $60,000,000. The capital invested 
to produce this revenue is $300,000,000. 
Industries dependent on citrus 
fruit 


represent another $52,000,000. The es- 
cape of the fly beyond Florida would 
bring chaos to many agricultural re- 
gions o'f the south and west. 


It is a situation of grave concern to 


the whole country. 
Everything that 


government experts can devise to stop 
the advance of the fruit fly and every- 
thing that can be done to eradicate it 
in the areas where it now thrives must 
be done. Victory in the war against 
this insect pest would be worth a large 
original outlay of money and labor. 


JUNGLES NEED PROHIBITION 
Needless to say a dry nation has 


been inexpressibly shocked by the tale 
of a returned missionary regarding a 
certain African bird. This little rascal, 
according to the missionary, makes a 
pot-hole in the clay, which serves him 
as a bottle or keg, and lets it bake hard 
in the sun. Then he fills it with juicy 
fruit and lets nature—also wicked in 
certain manifestations—take its course. 
The result is easily surmised. 


The juice diluted a little by the rain 


water which is provided by this same 
fellow-conspirator, proceeds to fer- 
ment. In the natural course of events 
the bird and his degenerate 
friends 


gather round the home-brew 
center 


and have a party, to the scandal of 
their respectable jungle friends. While 
under the 
influence of that 
potent 


brew, the missionary says, the bird, 
though smaller than a robin, often at- 
tacks a lion. 


The whole situation is reprehensible 


beyond words to express. 
Something 


should be done about it.

On Ausr. 8. 1S15, Napoleon Bonanarte, a pris- 


oner, sailed from England for St. Helena, where 
he lived in exile until his death in 1821. 


After the terrible defeat at Waterloo, Napoleon 


returned to Paris where, after several futile at- 
tempts to regain his prestige, he abdicated on 
June 22. 1815. 


His mighty edifice of power crumbled, and 


fearing death at the hands of the triumphant 
faction in France, Napoleon went on board the 
English cruiser, 
Bellerphon," and surrendered 


himself July 15. 


To the Prince Regent in England, he wrote: 


'.'A prey of the factions which divert my country 
and to the enmity of the powers of Europe/1 
tiave terminated my public career, and I come, 
like Themistocles, to seat myself at the hearth 
of the British people. I place myself under the 
protection of its laws, which I claim from your 
Royal Highness as the most powerful, the most 
constant and the most generous of my enemies " 


The English government finally decided to send 


Napoelon to St. Helena, to separate him from the 
revolutionary party in Europe and to preclude 
any possible chance of him regaining his power.

THE SAFE WAY TO CAN FOOD 
On impulse I was going to entitle 


this talk "The Peril of Home Canned 
Food," but on sober second though 
—I am sober a good share of the 
tUne these 
days;—I 
Concluded 
it 


would be unfair to give an impres- 
sion that there is any risk involved 
n eating food canned in the hpme. 
I hope the title I have used will im- 
ply merelj that there may be un- 
safe ways to can things, for so there 
are, and it seems, that the popular 
"cold pack process is net so safe as 
other methods oft canning. 


Eleven outbreaks of botulism have 


occurred in the United States in the 
last six months, all from foods can- 
ned at home. Home canning was re- 
sponsible, then, for 35 cases of bot- 
ulism, 21 of which were fatal. It is 
high time that the 
home 
canner 


should become more canny 
about 


how she cans 
Of course 
the 
21 


deaths she has caused by her can- 
ning are a comparatively small mat- 
ter when one considers how many 
millions of people she has delighted 
and nourished—but why have 
a 


death rate from home canning, if it 
isn't necessary? 


The fault in the cold pack process 


is that insufficient heat is used to 
destroy the botulinus bacillus or its 
deadly toxin, if perchance the food 
happens to contain it. If you use a 
fairlv 
strong brine for non-acid 


fruits and vegetables, say as strong 
as 10 per cent salt water (~ pound 
of salt in five quarts of water) or a 
pressure cooker ratlien than open 
vessel, a temperature will above boil- 
ing temperature may be maintained 
for a sufficient time to insure the de- 
struction of any spores of the bot- 
ulinus bacillus that may be in food. 
When vegetables or fruits are boiled 
in water in an open vessel or pot 
which does not exclude air, it is im- 
possible to raise the temperature ap- 
preciably above the boiling point-(212 
degrees F) and that will not certain- 
ly kill botulinus spores. 


Rosenau tells in his famous book 


"Preventne Jlefiicine and Hygiene" 
(published bv Appleton, Xew York 
and probablv available in your pub- 
lic library) how experiments in his 
laboratory proved that a temperature 
of 221 degree^ F. must be maintained 
for 40 minutes, or a higher tempera- 
ture for a shorter time, in order to 
kill botulinus spores. 


Ordinary cooking will probably de- 


stroy the toxin or poison of botu- 
linus bacilli and therefore it is a 
safeguard against this poisoning to 
cook non-acid fruits or 
vegetables 


half an hour after they are taken 
from the can. when the food is home 
ca.ined. 


Acid fruits nr vegetables are less 


favorable for the growth of botulinus 
bacilli and hence seldom if ever fig- 
ure in these outbreaks of botulism.

Press 
New York—Rigid airships, 
like 


chorus girls, will be fatter from now 
on. So far as the eastern seaboard 
is concerned, little fashion notes like 
this have aroused more Interest, in 
connection with the arrival and the 
approaching departure of the Graf 
Zeppelin, than have the possibilities 
of swift commercial development of 
dirigibles, sugeested and 
possibly 


foreshadowed by this second visit 
of Dr. Hugo EcKener's big sky fish. 


While California, particularly Los 


Angeles, has 
been clamoring 
for 


mooring masts and dirigible landing 
fields, suggesting that the sky is 
already filled with drifting 
zeps 


without any hitching posts, the east 
has been recreant in working up its 
dirigible boom, and it is apparently 
on the Pacific coast that the world 
touring Graf will find its most ex- 
cited devotees. 


With its present absorption 
in 


financing and lunching cross coun- 
try airplane lines, and with the dif- 
ficult but sustained flight from the 
Red to the Black side of the ledger, 
eastern aeronautical interests have 
had 'their mind on the job, but they 
are watching the Zeppelins out of 
the tail of their eye.

RADIO ADOPTED BY 


U, S.IN20 YEARS 


Expect One General Act Will 


Supercede Them All in An- 
other Year

dio legislation, during which 14 sep- 
arate laws governing radio were ad- 
opted, are recorded in a document 
compiled by Umer A. Lewis, super- 
intendent of the document room of 
the House of Representatives.

These laws, the first of •which 


bears the date of June 24. 1910. gov- 
ern radio within the tlnited States, 
So phenomenal has been the growth 
of radio that the law makers them- 
selves have 
been unable to keep 


abreast of it, and regulatory legisla- 
tion consequently has legged. 


The first radio law dealt only with 


the use of radio on vessels on the 
high seas, for safety of life. This of 
course, was long before anything 
was known about broadcasting, or 
sho'-t waves. All that was known 
about radio then was that certain 
channels—long waves—v, ere adapted 
for code transmission. 


The first law specified that after 


July 1, 1911, all vessels of the ocean- 
going class, of the United States, as 
well as of any foreign country, car- 
rying passengers and or carrying -nn 
aggregate of 50 or more persons, in- 
cluding crew, should be equipped 
with radio 
apparatus capable of 


tarnsmittmg and receiving messages 
over a distance of at least 100 miles. 
Jurisdiction was placed in the hands 
of the secretary of commerce and 
labor. 


But shortly after this law became 


effective it was found inadequate. A 
year later congress enacted another 
law making it mandatory that radio 
equipment board vessels be 
in 


charge 
of two or more 
persons 


"skilled in the use of such apparatus. 
one or the other of whom shall be 
on duty at all times while the vessel 
is being navigated."

conditions and penalties for failure 
to abide by its provisions were writ- 
ten in the lew bill. 


ENACT GENERAL LAW 


The first general radio law was 


enacted in August, 1912. The secre- 
tary of commerce and. labor was 
designated the licensing author for 
the central of all interstate radio 
communication.
